Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to methods for generating a phosphoralatable 
polypeptide, classified in class 436, subclass 543. 

II. Claims 13-15, 18, drawn to polypeptides, classified in class 530, subclass 
350. 

III. Claims 16-17, drawn to polynucleotides, classified in class 536, subclass 
23.1. 

IV. Claims 19-20, drawn to methods of generating computer models, 
classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Claims 3-12 link(s) inventions I and IV. The restriction requirement between the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 3-4. 
Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including 
all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the 
instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or 
including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a 
continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or divisional 
application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is 
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withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 
F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

3. Inventions in Group I and in Group II are related as process of making and 
product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially 
different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the protein product 
can be made by the screening method of Group I or by chemical synthesis. 

4. Inventions in Groups I and II and in Group III are unrelated. Inventions are 
unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and 
they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 
806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different inventions are unrelated 
because each invention is drawn to different products with different chemical structures, 
different biological functions and which operate in different ways. The nucleic acids of 
Group III are polymers of nucleotides that operate by nucleic acid hybridization, while 
the polypeptides of Group II are amino acid polymers, that fold and operate as 
enzymes, receptors, etc and the methods of Group I are drawn to making polypeptides. 

5. Inventions in Group IV and in Groups II and III are unrelated. Inventions are 
unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and 
they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 
806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different inventions are unrelated 
because the computer method of Group IV differs in function, structure and effect from 
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the physical nucleic acid or protein products of Groups II and III since the computer 
method involves software steps which occur within the confines of a computer. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. A telephone call was made to William Gosz on September 2, 2003 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1 .143).
